direct America's overall strategy 
in the> world war. He is ordinarily 
quiet and soft spoken — but he 
knows what he wants, is 
deter- 


mined and is quite capable of 
raising the roof if necessary. 


Georges Bidault, 46, is one of 
the men of the hour in France's 
battle to escape the clutches 
of 


Communism. He has served 
in 
many 
positions — as 
president 


of the provisional government in 
1046, 
as premier 
and numerous 


times as foreign minister. A war- 
time resistance 
leader, 
Bidault 


now is titular head of the "Popular 
Republican Movement," the parly 
to which France's new premier— 
Robert Schuman — belongs. Bi- 
dault is royally hated by Commun- 
ism, because he has been staunchly 
supporting the Marshall plan. His 
philosophy is that "it is a sin" to 
despair. 


And finally we have Vyacheslav 


Molotov, 57, an "old Bolshevist" 
who perhaps is closer to Marshall 
Stalin than is any other Russian. 
In any event, Molotov stands at 
the Solivet leader's right hand, as 
he has done since the days of the 
Bolshevist revolution in 1917. The

Marshall of the U. S. A. He is 67, 
a military genius who has been 
placed by President Truman as "at 
the head of the great commanders 
of history." Marshall has brought 
to the position of secretary of state 
the logic 
which 
enabled him to 


direct America's overall strategy 
in the> world war. He is ordinarily 
quiet and soft spoken — but he 
knows what he wants, is 
deter- 


mined and is quite capable of 
raising the roof if necessary. 


Georges Bidault, 46, is one of 
the men of the hour in France's 
battle to escape the clutches 
of 


Communism. He has served 
in 
many 
positions — as 
president 


of the provisional government in 
1046, 
as premier 
and numerous 


times as foreign minister. A war- 
time resistance 
leader, 
Bidault 


now is titular head of the "Popular 
Republican Movement," the parly 
to which France's new premier— 
Robert Schuman — belongs. Bi- 
dault is royally hated by Commun- 
ism, because he has been staunchly 
supporting the Marshall plan. His 
philosophy is that "it is a sin" to 
despair. 


And finally we have Vyacheslav 


Molotov, 57, an "old Bolshevist" 
who perhaps is closer to Marshall 
Stalin than is any other Russian. 
In any event, Molotov stands at 
the Solivet leader's right hand, as 
he has done since the days of the 
Bolshevist revolution in 1917. The

He is ordinarily 
quiet and soft spoken — but he 
knows what he wants, is

mined and is quite capable of 
raising the roof if necessary. 


Georges Bidault, 46, is one of 
the men of the hour in France's 
battle to escape the clutches 
of 


Communism. He has served 
in 
many 
positions — as 
president 


of the provisional government in 
1046, 
as premier 
and numerous 


times as foreign minister. A war- 
time resistance 
leader, 
Bidault 


now is titular head of the "Popular 
Republican Movement," the parly 
to which France's new premier— 
Robert Schuman — belongs. Bi- 
dault is royally hated by Commun- 
ism, because he has been staunchly 
supporting the Marshall plan. His 
philosophy is that "it is a sin" to 
despair.

direct America's overall strategy 
in the> world war. He is ordinarily 
quiet and soft spoken — but he 
knows what he wants, is 
deter- 


mined and is quite capable of 
raising the roof if necessary. 


Georges Bidault, 46, is one of 
the men of the hour in France's 
battle to escape the clutches 
of 


Communism. He has served 
in 
many 
positions — as 
president 


of the provisional government in 
1046, 
as premier 
and numerous 


times as foreign minister. A war- 
time resistance 
leader, 
Bidault 


now is titular head of the "Popular 
Republican Movement," the parly 
to which France's new premier— 
Robert Schuman — belongs. Bi- 
dault is royally hated by Commun- 
ism, because he has been staunchly 
supporting the Marshall plan. His 
philosophy is that "it is a sin" to 
despair. 


And finally we have Vyacheslav 


Molotov, 57, an "old Bolshevist" 
who perhaps is closer to Marshall 
Stalin than is any other Russian. 
In any event, Molotov stands at 
the Solivet leader's right hand, as 
he has done since the days of the 
Bolshevist revolution in 1917.

Shortage of 
Penicillin 


New York, Nov 28—(UP)— A 
lationwide shortage of 
penicilin, 


>ne of medical science's "wonder 
rugSf"-. was reported today and x>f- 
icials.said the situation would be- 
come worse-with the expected in- 
crease in colds and 
winter 
in- 


ections. 
The trouble, according to Dr. 
Henry Welch, of the penicillin divi- 
sion of the food and drug adminis- 
ration, may be attributed to sever- 
al reasons.

One is the return of many army- 


.rained physicians to general prac- 
ice. During, service, they, learned 
the value of penicillin and are now 
jsing it,in many cases where pre- 
viously they prescribed one of the 
sulfa-drugs. 
. 
Still another reason— and prob- 
ibly the most f.rnrjortant—is 'the 
ncreased dosages. The drug,-form- 
erly given in comparatively small 
amounts, is no administered in 
greater dosages to bring more ef- 
fective results. 


An official of the Food and Drug 


Administration said • also that this 
country is exporting more and 
more.of the drug, and that its use 
in some diseases of cattle further 
adds.to the shortage. 
The arrival of the 
fall months 
brought on .the- usual increase In 
respiratory ailments and this fact 
also contributes to the .shortage, an 
official. pointed out. The extent of 
the .shortage was described as "un- 
comfortable'." rather than serious 
by Dr. Welch.; Other spokesmen for 
the food and. driig administration 
said they did not. believe the short- 
ago would reach the? stage where 
finy person needing the drug would 
be Unable .to. get it. 
It was pointed out that the nation 
has 14 basic manufacturers of the 
drug and that;it was "unfortunate" 
that no new ccjnpanies have indi- 
cated, they planned to go into the 
penicillin business. 
Scientists the nation over are at- 
tempting to'find a practical way to 
make 
synthetic 
pencillin. Once 
this achievement is reached on a 
practical scale; then there will be 
no more shortages of penicillin,

Rural school 
children 
should 


enjoy equal opportunities with city 
children, as far as:f»ealth protec- 
tion is concerned, but, generally 
speaking, this is not the case. 
Basic health protection 
should 


include at least a health examina- 
tion, but examinations often are 
omitted or poorly done, and follow- 
ups for the correction of defects, 
are lacking 
because 
community 


medical resources are not known 
or are poorly utilized. Contrary to 
popular belief, there is more to di- 
sease prevention in rural children 
than fresh air, sunshine and good 
food. 
Although 
rural children 
enjoy 


the known benefits of outdoor life, 
they rank below 
children 
from 
large cities and small, well-organ- 
ized communities 
in unconnected 
physical 
defects and records of 


past illnesses. 
The one-room school, with eight 
grades taught by one teacher, has 
many points in its favor, but these 
schools complicate the administra- 
tiion of health services. 
Rural 
teachers need help from a health 
education expert who can be hired 
by the school system to cover the 
district. 


If health examinations are given 


at school, it is not wise to hold 
them oftener than once 
every 
three years. In this way, services 
of physicians can be made avail- 
able for helping problem children 
and 
for giving them 
more ex- 
tensive advice. 
Yearly examina- 


tions are a farce, if defects 
are 


not corrected. 
Physicians should refuse to take 


part in health examinations where 
children are lined up and paraded 
by so rapidly that there is insuffi- 
cient time really to examine them.

Penicillin 


New York, Nov 28—(UP)— A 
lationwide shortage of 
penicilin, 


>ne of medical science's "wonder 
rugSf"-. was reported today and x>f- 
icials.said the situation would be- 
come worse-with the expected in- 
crease in colds and 
winter 
in- 


ections. 
The trouble, according to Dr. 
Henry Welch, of the penicillin divi- 
sion of the food and drug adminis- 
ration, may be attributed to sever- 
al reasons.

One is the return of many army- 


.rained physicians to general prac- 
ice. During, service, they, learned 
the value of penicillin and are now 
jsing it,in many cases where pre- 
viously they prescribed one of the 
sulfa-drugs. 
. 
Still another reason— and prob- 
ibly the most f.rnrjortant—is 'the 
ncreased dosages. The drug,-form- 
erly given in comparatively small 
amounts, is no administered in 
greater dosages to bring more ef- 
fective results. 


An official of the Food and Drug 


Administration said • also that this 
country is exporting more and 
more.of the drug, and that its use 
in some diseases of cattle further 
adds.to the shortage. 
The arrival of the 
fall months 
brought on .the- usual increase In 
respiratory ailments and this fact 
also contributes to the .shortage, an 
official. pointed out. The extent of 
the .shortage was described as "un- 
comfortable'." rather than serious 
by Dr. Welch.; Other spokesmen for 
the food and. driig administration 
said they did not. believe the short- 
ago would reach the? stage where 
finy person needing the drug would 
be Unable .to. get it. 
It was pointed out that the nation 
has 14 basic manufacturers of the 
drug and that;it was "unfortunate" 
that no new ccjnpanies have indi- 
cated, they planned to go into the 
penicillin business. 
Scientists the nation over are at- 
tempting to'find a practical way to 
make 
synthetic 
pencillin. Once 
this achievement is reached on a 
practical scale; then there will be 
no more shortages of penicillin,

Rural school 
children 
should 


enjoy equal opportunities with city 
children, as far as:f»ealth protec- 
tion is concerned, but, generally 
speaking, this is not the case. 
Basic health protection 
should 


include at least a health examina- 
tion, but examinations often are 
omitted or poorly done, and follow- 
ups for the correction of defects, 
are lacking 
because 
community 


medical resources are not known 
or are poorly utilized. Contrary to 
popular belief, there is more to di- 
sease prevention in rural children 
than fresh air, sunshine and good 
food. 
Although 
rural children 
enjoy 


the known benefits of outdoor life, 
they rank below 
children 
from 
large cities and small, well-organ- 
ized communities 
in unconnected 
physical 
defects and records of 


past illnesses. 
The one-room school, with eight 
grades taught by one teacher, has 
many points in its favor, but these 
schools complicate the administra- 
tiion of health services. 
Rural 
teachers need help from a health 
education expert who can be hired 
by the school system to cover the 
district. 


If health examinations are given 


at school, it is not wise to hold 
them oftener than once 
every 
three years. In this way, services 
of physicians can be made avail- 
able for helping problem children 
and 
for giving them 
more ex- 
tensive advice. 
Yearly examina- 


tions are a farce, if defects 
are 


not corrected. 
Physicians should refuse to take 


part in health examinations where 
children are lined up and paraded 
by so rapidly that there is insuffi- 
cient time really to examine them.

Shortage of 
Penicillin 


New York, Nov 28—(UP)— A 
lationwide shortage of 
penicilin, 


>ne of medical science's "wonder 
rugSf"-. was reported today and x>f- 
icials.said the situation would be- 
come worse-with the expected in- 
crease in colds and 
winter 
in- 


ections. 
The trouble, according to Dr. 
Henry Welch, of the penicillin divi- 
sion of the food and drug adminis- 
ration, may be attributed to sever- 
al reasons.

One is the return of many army- 


.rained physicians to general prac- 
ice. During, service, they, learned 
the value of penicillin and are now 
jsing it,in many cases where pre- 
viously they prescribed one of the 
sulfa-drugs. 
. 
Still another reason— and prob- 
ibly the most f.rnrjortant—is 'the 
ncreased dosages. The drug,-form- 
erly given in comparatively small 
amounts, is no administered in 
greater dosages to bring more ef- 
fective results. 


An official of the Food and Drug 


Administration said • also that this 
country is exporting more and 
more.of the drug, and that its use 
in some diseases of cattle further 
adds.to the shortage. 
The arrival of the 
fall months 
brought on .the- usual increase In 
respiratory ailments and this fact 
also contributes to the .shortage, an 
official. pointed out. The extent of 
the .shortage was described as "un- 
comfortable'." rather than serious 
by Dr. Welch.; Other spokesmen for 
the food and. driig administration 
said they did not. believe the short- 
ago would reach the? stage where 
finy person needing the drug would 
be Unable .to. get it. 
It was pointed out that the nation 
has 14 basic manufacturers of the 
drug and that;it was "unfortunate" 
that no new ccjnpanies have indi- 
cated, they planned to go into the 
penicillin business. 
Scientists the nation over are at- 
tempting to'find a practical way to 
make 
synthetic 
pencillin. Once 
this achievement is reached on a 
practical scale; then there will be 
no more shortages of penicillin,

Rural school 
children 
should 


enjoy equal opportunities with city 
children, as far as:f»ealth protec- 
tion is concerned, but, generally 
speaking, this is not the case. 
Basic health protection 
should 


include at least a health examina- 
tion, but examinations often are 
omitted or poorly done, and follow- 
ups for the correction of defects, 
are lacking 
because 
community 


medical resources are not known 
or are poorly utilized. Contrary to 
popular belief, there is more to di- 
sease prevention in rural children 
than fresh air, sunshine and good 
food. 
Although 
rural children 
enjoy 


the known benefits of outdoor life, 
they rank below 
children 
from 
large cities and small, well-organ- 
ized communities 
in unconnected 
physical 
defects and records of 


past illnesses. 
The one-room school, with eight 
grades taught by one teacher, has 
many points in its favor, but these 
schools complicate the administra- 
tiion of health services. 
Rural 
teachers need help from a health 
education expert who can be hired 
by the school system to cover the 
district. 


If health examinations are given 


at school, it is not wise to hold 
them oftener than once 
every 
three years. In this way, services 
of physicians can be made avail- 
able for helping problem children 
and 
for giving them 
more ex- 
tensive advice. 
Yearly examina- 


tions are a farce, if defects 
are 


not corrected. 
Physicians should refuse to take 


part in health examinations where 
children are lined up and paraded 
by so rapidly that there is insuffi- 
cient time really to examine them.

Shortage of 
Penicillin 


New York, Nov 28—(UP)— A 
lationwide shortage of 
penicilin, 


>ne of medical science's "wonder 
rugSf"-. was reported today and x>f- 
icials.said the situation would be- 
come worse-with the expected in- 
crease in colds and 
winter 
in- 


ections. 
The trouble, according to Dr. 
Henry Welch, of the penicillin divi- 
sion of the food and drug adminis- 
ration, may be attributed to sever- 
al reasons. 
....•• 
. .: 
One is the return of many army- 


.rained physicians to general prac- 
ice. During, service, they, learned 
the value of penicillin and are now 
jsing it,in many cases where pre- 
viously they prescribed one of the 
sulfa-drugs. 
. 
Still another reason— and prob- 
ibly the most f.rnrjortant—is 'the 
ncreased dosages. The drug,-form- 
erly given in comparatively small 
amounts, is no administered in 
greater dosages to bring more ef- 
fective results. 


An official of the Food and Drug 


Administration said • also that this 
country is exporting more and 
more.of the drug, and that its use 
in some diseases of cattle further 
adds.to the shortage. 
The arrival of the 
fall months 
brought on .the- usual increase In 
respiratory ailments and this fact 
also contributes to the .shortage, an 
official. pointed out. The extent of 
the .shortage was described as "un- 
comfortable'." rather than serious 
by Dr. Welch.; Other spokesmen for 
the food and. driig administration 
said they did not. believe the short- 
ago would reach the? stage where 
finy person needing the drug would 
be Unable .to. get it. 
It was pointed out that the nation 
has 14 basic manufacturers of the 
drug and that;it was "unfortunate" 
that no new ccjnpanies have indi- 
cated, they planned to go into the 
penicillin business. 
Scientists the nation over are at- 
tempting to'find a practical way to 
make 
synthetic 
pencillin. Once 
this achievement is reached on a 
practical scale; then there will be 
no more shortages of penicillin,

Rural school 
children 
should 


enjoy equal opportunities with city 
children, as far as:f»ealth protec- 
tion is concerned, but, generally 
speaking, this is not the case. 
Basic health protection 
should 


include at least a health examina- 
tion, but examinations often are 
omitted or poorly done, and follow- 
ups for the correction of defects, 
are lacking 
because 
community 


medical resources are not known 
or are poorly utilized. Contrary to 
popular belief, there is more to di- 
sease prevention in rural children 
than fresh air, sunshine and good 
food. 
Although 
rural children 
enjoy 


the known benefits of outdoor life, 
they rank below 
children 
from 
large cities and small, well-organ- 
ized communities 
in unconnected 
physical 
defects and records of 


past illnesses. 
The one-room school, with eight 
grades taught by one teacher, has 
many points in its favor, but these 
schools complicate the administra- 
tiion of health services. 
Rural 
teachers need help from a health 
education expert who can be hired 
by the school system to cover the 
district. 


If health examinations are given 


at school, it is not wise to hold 
them oftener than once 
every 
three years. In this way, services 
of physicians can be made avail- 
able for helping problem children 
and 
for giving them 
more ex- 
tensive advice. 
Yearly examina- 


tions are a farce, if defects 
are 


not corrected. 
Physicians should refuse to take 


part in health examinations where 
children are lined up and paraded 
by so rapidly that there is insuffi- 
cient time really to examine them.

What docs it mean to be a Chris- 


tian? It is not enough to live in a 
"Christian" land, and, to be 
a 


Christian in the sense of not be- 
ing a pagan, It is not enough to 
be a member or a communicant 
in a Christian church. It is 'not 
enough to make a profession, - or 
to wear a Christian label. 


The New Testament writers are 


all agreed that to be a, Christian 
is more than that, 
and, though 
they may express it in different 
ways, they are all agreed about 
what are the marks, tests or proofs 
of being _a Christian. 


These are all comprised in be- 
ing Christlike— in the outward and 
open confession of faith, as JesUs 
always expressed His faith, and 
m the inward life 
of love and 
grace, following the example of 
the Master and obeying His com- 
mandments. 


John puts all the emphasis upon 


love; and that is where Paul puts 
it too, for he says in his famous

Penicillin 


New York, Nov 28—(UP)— A 
lationwide shortage of 
penicilin, 


>ne of medical science's "wonder 
rugSf"-. was reported today and x>f- 
icials.said the situation would be- 
come worse-with the expected in- 
crease in colds and 
winter 
in- 


ections. 
The trouble, according to Dr. 
Henry Welch, of the penicillin divi- 
sion of the food and drug adminis- 
ration, may be attributed to sever- 
al reasons.

One is the return of many army- 


.rained physicians to general prac- 
ice. During, service, they, learned 
the value of penicillin and are now 
jsing it,in many cases where pre- 
viously they prescribed one of the 
sulfa-drugs. 
. 
Still another reason— and prob- 
ibly the most f.rnrjortant—is 'the 
ncreased dosages. The drug,-form- 
erly given in comparatively small 
amounts, is no administered in 
greater dosages to bring more ef- 
fective results. 


An official of the Food and Drug 


Administration said • also that this 
country is exporting more and 
more.of the drug, and that its use 
in some diseases of cattle further 
adds.to the shortage. 
The arrival of the 
fall months 
brought on .the- usual increase In 
respiratory ailments and this fact 
also contributes to the .shortage, an 
official. pointed out. The extent of 
the .shortage was described as "un- 
comfortable'." rather than serious 
by Dr. Welch.; Other spokesmen for 
the food and. driig administration 
said they did not. believe the short- 
ago would reach the? stage where 
finy person needing the drug would 
be Unable .to. get it. 
It was pointed out that the nation 
has 14 basic manufacturers of the 
drug and that;it was "unfortunate" 
that no new ccjnpanies have indi- 
cated, they planned to go into the 
penicillin business. 
Scientists the nation over are at- 
tempting to'find a practical way to 
make 
synthetic 
pencillin. Once 
this achievement is reached on a 
practical scale; then there will be 
no more shortages of penicillin,

Rural school 
children 
should 


enjoy equal opportunities with city 
children, as far as:f»ealth protec- 
tion is concerned, but, generally 
speaking, this is not the case. 
Basic health protection 
should 


include at least a health examina- 
tion, but examinations often are 
omitted or poorly done, and follow- 
ups for the correction of defects, 
are lacking 
because 
community 


medical resources are not known 
or are poorly utilized. Contrary to 
popular belief, there is more to di- 
sease prevention in rural children 
than fresh air, sunshine and good 
food. 
Although 
rural children 
enjoy 


the known benefits of outdoor life, 
they rank below 
children 
from 
large cities and small, well-organ- 
ized communities 
in unconnected 
physical 
defects and records of 


past illnesses. 
The one-room school, with eight 
grades taught by one teacher, has 
many points in its favor, but these 
schools complicate the administra- 
tiion of health services. 
Rural 
teachers need help from a health 
education expert who can be hired 
by the school system to cover the 
district. 


If health examinations are given 


at school, it is not wise to hold 
them oftener than once 
every 
three years. In this way, services 
of physicians can be made avail- 
able for helping problem children 
and 
for giving them 
more ex- 
tensive advice. 
Yearly examina- 


tions are a farce, if defects 
are 


not corrected. 
Physicians should refuse to take 


part in health examinations where 
children are lined up and paraded 
by so rapidly that there is insuffi- 
cient time really to examine them.

New York, Nov 28—(UP)— A 
lationwide shortage of 
penicilin, 


>ne of medical science's "wonder 
rugSf"-. was reported today and x>f- 
icials.said the situation would be- 
come worse-with the expected in- 
crease in colds and 
winter 
in- 


ections. 
The trouble, according to Dr. 
Henry Welch, of the penicillin divi- 
sion of the food and drug adminis- 
ration, may be attributed to sever- 
al reasons.

One is the return of many army- 


.rained physicians to general prac- 
ice. During, service, they, learned 
the value of penicillin and are now 
jsing it,in many cases where pre- 
viously they prescribed one of the 
sulfa-drugs. 
. 
Still another reason— and prob- 
ibly the most f.rnrjortant—is 'the 
ncreased dosages. The drug,-form- 
erly given in comparatively small 
amounts, is no administered in 
greater dosages to bring more ef- 
fective results. 


An official of the Food and Drug 


Administration said • also that this 
country is exporting more and 
more.of the drug, and that its use 
in some diseases of cattle further 
adds.to the shortage. 
The arrival of the 
fall months 
brought on .the- usual increase In 
respiratory ailments and this fact 
also contributes to the .shortage, an 
official. pointed out. The extent of 
the .shortage was described as "un- 
comfortable'." rather than serious 
by Dr. Welch.; Other spokesmen for 
the food and. driig administration 
said they did not. believe the short- 
ago would reach the? stage where 
finy person needing the drug would 
be Unable .to. get it. 
It was pointed out that the nation 
has 14 basic manufacturers of the 
drug and that;it was "unfortunate" 
that no new ccjnpanies have indi- 
cated, they planned to go into the 
penicillin business. 
Scientists the nation over are at- 
tempting to'find a practical way to 
make 
synthetic 
pencillin. Once 
this achievement is reached on a 
practical scale; then there will be 
no more shortages of penicillin,

Rural school 
children 
should 


enjoy equal opportunities with city 
children, as far as:f»ealth protec- 
tion is concerned, but, generally 
speaking, this is not the case. 
Basic health protection 
should 


include at least a health examina- 
tion, but examinations often are 
omitted or poorly done, and follow- 
ups for the correction of defects, 
are lacking 
because 
community 


medical resources are not known 
or are poorly utilized. Contrary to 
popular belief, there is more to di- 
sease prevention in rural children 
than fresh air, sunshine and good 
food. 
Although 
rural children 
enjoy 


the known benefits of outdoor life, 
they rank below 
children 
from 
large cities and small, well-organ- 
ized communities 
in unconnected 
physical 
defects and records of 


past illnesses. 
The one-room school, with eight 
grades taught by one teacher, has 
many points in its favor, but these 
schools complicate the administra- 
tiion of health services. 
Rural 
teachers need help from a health 
education expert who can be hired 
by the school system to cover the 
district. 


If health examinations are given 


at school, it is not wise to hold 
them oftener than once 
every 
three years. In this way, services 
of physicians can be made avail- 
able for helping problem children 
and 
for giving them 
more ex- 
tensive advice. 
Yearly examina- 


tions are a farce, if defects 
are 


not corrected. 
Physicians should refuse to take 


part in health examinations where 
children are lined up and paraded 
by so rapidly that there is insuffi- 
cient time really to examine them.

Preparing for 
Meyers Trial 


Washington, Nov. 26 — (UP) — 
Justice Department 
investigators 
were serving subpoenaes today on 
key. witnesses,''. in the .sweeping 
grand jury inquiry into the wartime 
financial manipulations of retired 
Maj. 
Gen. Bennett E. Meyers. 
As the grand jury laid aside the 
Meyers case until Monday, U. S. 
Attorney George Morris Fay be- 
gan lining up the individuals 
he 
believes can back up the govern- 
ment's charges against the former 
air force procurement chief who al- 
legedly usedi his office for financial 
gain. 
Fay refused to reveal just who_ 
ad been subpoenaed. But it was" 
elieved the witnesses would 
in- 
ludc some of the nationally-known 
ersonalities who testified against 
Beyers at the hectic hearings of a 
enate war investigating subcom- 
mittee. 
Meyers, a dapper, 52-year-old ca- 
'eer officer who was stripped 
of 


his military honors as an after- 
nath of the Senate inquiry, was ac- 
:used before 
the 
committee 
of 
juilding up a huge fortune through 
lis connection with Aviation Elec- 
:ric Corp., an Ohio subcontracting 
firm. 
The grand jury took over 
the 
case yesterday, and in a short ses- 
sion, Fay and" his Justice Depart- 
ment colleagues laid the 
ground- 
work for prosecution of Meyers on 
a wide variety of charges. 


While the specific charges were 
not revealed, they probably will be 
drawn from a list including per- 
jury, subornation of perjury (in- 
ducing someone to 
commit per- 


jury), bribery, war fraud, conspir- 
acy, extortion and income tax eva- 
sion. 
Conviction 
of 
all 
these 
charges would carry a total maxi- 
mum penalty of $629,500 in fines 
and 39 years in prison. 


Besides a criminal trial, Meyers 
also faced an air force court mar- 
tial which could sweep away 
the 
last vestiges of his former military 
status. The air force so far has 
not only stripped him of his decora- 
lions but has cracked down on his 
$549-a-month disability pension as 
well. 


Fay's opening huddle with 
the 


23-member grand jury was largely 
routine. But it indicated that the 
first indictments to be requested 
would be the

Little Rock, Nov. 26—(/P)—The Ar- 
kansas Farm Bureau Federation, 
with a ' membership 
of 
40,788 
s throwing its weight behind pro- 
posed revision and continuance of 
various farm programs of the fed- 
eral government. 


A resolution advocating adminis- 


tration of the soil conservation pro- 
gram on a state and local levels in 
co-ordination with the Agricultural 
Extension Service, rather than on 
a nationwide basis, was adopted by 
the federation yesterday in the final 
business session of its 1947 conven- 
tion here. 


The bureau also went on record 
in the resolution as urging 
that 
farmers 
be i g i v e n "maximum 
voice" in selecting soil conserva- 
tion practices "to meet local condi- 
tions," and ^proposed agricultural 
"grants of aid to states and local 
governments in the same manner 
as the federal government is pre- 
sently discharging its responsiblity 
in education, road and social secur- 


controls. 
Aiken expressed the view that 
prices will continue to rise, and 
told a reporter: 
"Prices now, I think, have gone 
as far as they can without result- 
ing in another wage increase. I 
doir't see any hope that the up- 
ward spiral will stop before next 
spring or the next crop year." 


Aiken defined a "moderate" in- 
crease as 10 or 15 per cent and 
said he thinks it could bo granted 
by industry without setting off a 
new round of price increases.
